KILLED FIVE MEN 


Gustav Marx Makes a 


Confession 


OF VARIOUS ROBBERIES 


AND MURDERS 


During 
His 
Career 
at 


an Outlaw 


CHICAGO, March 14.—Oustnv Marx, 


one of the three car barn bandits now 
under sentence of dealh, declared in a 
confession made yeslerday that lie was 
one of three men who held up the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern express Irain 
at Tower, near Dtik.nlb. four years ago. 
The crime which has passed into hls- 
Uny as one of^ the most desperate ever 
committed in or about Chitng-o, has 
never been fastened upon a.ny one of 
the suspects arrested, nnd the Identity 
of the bandits has remained it mystery 
to tlie police until now. 


Marx says both his confederates in 


the crime are dead and refuses to give 
tlifir names. One of them, he declares, 
"died with his boots on." The railway 
authorities admitted a luss of $102.000 
by the robbery. Marx Fays that the 
robbers secured only $8000, the rest of 
tin; money having been, deslroyo/d by 
the explosion of dynamite 
used 
to 


craek the Bufe. 


In a sort ot foot note to this start- 


ling confession Marx admits the kill- 
"ng of five men in his career of crime. 


"Besides John B. Johnson, killed at 


the car barns. Detective Qulnn, killed 
(it the tinue of my arrest, and Otto 
TiEiudcr. whom Rooski is generally sup- 
posed to have killed, I have killed Iwo 
olher men," said Marx. 
"Elghl years ago Niedermeler and I 


went to .Innesvllle, WIs., lo rob a train 
and had our dynamite alongside the 
track. A track walker or railway de- 
tective—I never tt-arned 
which—came 


upon us and usked what we were do- 
ing then*. .1 shot him and WR threw 
his body into tho river. The other man 
whom I killed, f did criminal work with 
in Michigan. I met him at Camp_ Gold- 
field, Col., when Neldermeier 'and I 
were there last fall. 
He knew too 


much about me and I killed him and 
left his body lying In the suburbs of 
the cam IK Both these crimes can be 
verified1 by thu police."

THE MERGER CASE 


Supreme Court Decides 


Government's Favor 


in 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
14.—The 


opinion of the supreme court of the 
United States in the case of the North- 
ern Securities company vs. the .United 
Stales Involving the merger 
of 
the 
Northern Pnclftc and the Great North- 
ern railroad co?nparn>s, was handed 
down and was In favor of 
the gov- 


ernment. 
The opinion was read 
by Justice 


'llarlan. The opinion of the U. S. cir- 
cuit court for the district of -Minneso- 
ta was affirmed. 
Thn effect is to sustain thr conten- 


tion that the Sherman anti-trust law 
applies to railroad combinations of the 
character in question. 
Justice Harlan said that in the mer- 
ger of the two roads the stockholders 
disappeared and reappeared in the se- 
curities company, the two thus be- 
coming1 practically consolidated in a 
holding company, the- principal 
object 


being to prevent competition. 
_ 
No scheme or device could certainly 


more effectively come within the pro- 
hibition of the anti-trust law and it is 
within the meaning of the act of a 


The? case has attracted more attention 


than any other suit before the court 
since the first Insular cases were decm"a 
nnd has been regarded bv bench and bur 
as equal in importance with those crises 
nnd with the income tax. It was argued 
In December last for two days and at- 
1 ranted general attention at tbut time, :in 
it did previously when thn decision was 
rendered by the circuit court for the dis- 
trict of Minnesota. 
The ticllon was brought In the circuit 


court under thr law of Feb. 11. IMC. which 
•was for the purpose of expediting the 
cnso and w:is heard by the four circuit 
judges of the circuit court. They united 
In a derision fiivorablc to the Unit oil 
States and opposed tn the contentions <jf 
the railroiid companies.

It w;is claimed on behnli 
of the government that thin consolidation 
was in effect a pool created to promote 
the interests, not. of one system at the 
expense of the other, but of both'tit the 
t'xpense of the public. 
Tho railroads 


claimed tliat tho transfer of the Ptock 
of the two cumpanicB to the Fecuritloq 
company was in the nature of .1 sale and 
perfectly legitimate. 


The contentions of tho securities com- 


pany were revealed nnd Justice Hurlnii 
said they h:id received full attention. He 
quoted the various opinions involving the 
trust question, saying that from them it 
Is to be withered that all contracts In re- 
straint of trade, reasonable or unreason- 
able, Jirc prohibited by the Sherman Jaw 
and that congress has the power to cstab- 
Ish such regulations as are laid down in 
that law. Congress has power to cnivct 
the statute. 


Replying in detail to the points made 


for the securities 
company. 
Justice 


Harlan said that the contention thai 
ihc law Is an 
interference 
with 
the 


rights of the individual states by which 
the companies are incorporated was 
not well founded. In such 
cases, he 


said, the authority of congress is su- 
preme. He also declared it to be un- 
necessary to determine the right of 
owners of railroad stock to sell 
their 


property nor was it 
true 
that 
the 
right of the securities 
company to 


own and hold railroad stock is the only 
question involved. Such 
contentions 


are wide of the mark—mere men of 
Rlrriv. All that the; government com- 
plains of is the existence of a corpor- 
ation to repress commerce and is not 
voncerned with the other points. 


Justice Hnrlnn Raid that in this day 


(here should be double complete power 
nf congress to control interstate com- 
merce, 
nil appropriate means might 


be resorted to for that purpose. 
Tho 


prior trust cases were In support of 
that contention. Whether free and un- 
restrained competition was wise, 
he 


said, was an economic question with 
which the court need not concern It- 
pelf, the question -was that of statutory 
law. 
Ho asserted the power of congress 


over interstate commerce 
to be as 
romplete as the power nf a state over 
domestic, commerce.

Justice Harlan also took occasion to 


say that there had heen nothing in the 
securities company's certificate, of in- 
corporation to Indicate its purpose to 
be that of destroying commerce and he 
therefore absolved the state ot New 
Jersey from nny charge of such knowl- 
edge in advance. 
The courts hnd indeed consistently 


held to the supremacy of the national 
laws in case of coniilct between lhos<; 
lawa and Ihfc laws of the states. 
So 


long as congress confined Itself lo its 
prescribed functions, he 
said, 
there 


could be no danger. At any rate, the 
error, if any. was with congress to sup- 
ply the remedy, and not for the courts. 


Justice Harlan also 
discussed 
the 


predictions of financial disaster from 
the enforcement of the anti-trust lav,-, 
but discouraged them, saying they were 
usually under such circumstances and 
need not be realized. 
Justice Hiirhin 
declared 
thnt 
the 


only object of the merger was to pre- 
vent competition nnd he said thnt if 
no one else knew this to be the case, 
J. Pierp jjit Morgan, one nf the defend- 
ants, knew that to have been the cose. 
Extracts from Mr. Morgan's testimony 
were quoted in support of this state- 
ment.

DISSENTING OPINION. 


Justice Holmes read the 
dissenting 


opinion. He construed the 
nnli-trust 


law as a criminal statute and declared 
that there was nothing: in it to indicate 
that it had been enacted merely for the 
control of Inrge concern?, as is gener- 
ally contended. 
Indeed the law had 


not been understood as 
applying 
to 


railroads until so construed by 
the 


e-uprem-o court. The act. he contended, 
applies only to contracts and combina- 
tions in restraint of trade and makes 
no reference to competition. 


Logically construed. Justice Holmes 


said, today's decision should be fol- 
lowed by the criminal prosecution of 
the parties at interest In this case. 


Kpeaking of the general understand- 


ing that the Sherman law applied only 
to large con>orn.tions. the justice said 
thnt this 
impression 
was 
breathed 


from overy pore, of the statute but that 
its language did not bear out the con- 
clusion. He thought 
this 
inference 


due to the size of railroad corpora- 
tions. He took the position that there 
hnd been no attempt to monopolize in 
thin combination of the railroads and 
said thnt there could be no mora objec- 
tion to the purchase of the stock of the 
Northern Pacific and the Great North- 
ern roads by the securities 
company 


than if bought by Mr. Morgan himself 


Referring to the point of personal 


responsibility Justice Holmes said: 


"I do not expect lo hear it main- 


tained that Mr. Morgan could be sent 
to prison for buying as many shares 
MB he liked of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific, even if he bought 
both at thn samo time nnd #or more 
than half the stock of each road." 


Justice White also rend a dissenting 


opinion, taking up especially the power 
of congress to control commerce. He- 
ginning with nn argument in support 
of dissenting opinions, he outlined the 
point ft involved in tho case. 
He re- 


ferred to its importance and Cfi'ir-d at- 
tention to the fnct that only four mem- 
bers of tho court, one less than a ma- 
jority, hnd united In the opinion of the 
court. He then an Id that such prin- 
ciples :IP are laid down In that opinion 
are "destructive of government, de- 
structive of human liberty, :md 
de- 


structive of every principle upon which 
organized society depends. *

body of Narcisse Genoin, aged 35, a 


chopper, was brought to M'ilford 


at 1.30 yesterday morning from South 
Mendon, where Ueiioin V.*:LS ftiund dead 
In a disused barn on tho old Hwrunp 
road late .Saturday on the old Peltiah 
Thayer farm, about a, mile from tho 
nearest house, "with his throa.1 cut. 


Jndications pointed ro suicide, and 
yre was found a razor JUKL outside 


!.he barn. 
There ivns nothing about 


the clothing to indicate who he wtits, 
and at first Iho authorities of Mendon 
could not identify him. 


Kutne boys connected with a colony of 


wood choppers who were passing on. 
the road by mere chance entered the 
barn and saw the body. They notilleii 
their relatives, 
who In turn 
notified 


the selectmen, lledical Examiner "Wil- 
liam J. Clarke Into last night viewed 
th(; borly and ordered it brought to an 
undertaker. 


In vip.w of Dr. Clarke's uncertainty 


whether death was due to suicide or 
caused by foul play. Deputy Sheriff 
3Icnry C. finell of Milford, wan given 
charge of the case by the Jlondon se-

day learned the man's name and that

The barn in which Genoin was found 


and the house nearby have not boon 
used for years and are in decay. Po- 
liceman Wnoll learned that the doad 
man canto from Three Kfve.rs, Qutj., 
and had .worked at wood chopping last 
fall and into January for parties in Ux- 
bridge, Whitinsville, Mendon and that 
his nearest' acquaintance was a ]\Tr. 
Courtier of "Woonsoeket. 


Two deep depressions two or moro 
ncbps long were found 
in 
Genoin's 


skull, one on each side of the 
head. 


This, with the fact that when the body 
was found it was 20 feet away from 
the pools of blood resulting from tlm 
razor slashes, has led to suspicions of 
foul play. 


Genoin had nothing on bis person 


and only the razor and an empty bot- 
tle which hud held liquor, -wore found.

BRITISH BARK RAN INTO TERRIFIC 


GALES. 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 14-Tho Brit- 


ish four-malted bark Falls of HalladaH 
has Just arrived, 235 days out from Liver- 
pool. After leaving that port July 25 lust 
everything went well until the vicinity of 
Cape Horn was reached-Sept. 26—There a 
Bucc-QBslon of terrific southwest and west- 
erly sales were encountered, which ren- 
dered it impossible to work the ship 
around the capo and into tho Pacillc. One 
of the gak'B attained a hurricane velocity 
Oct. 'J and 10, In the course of which 19 
sails were blown away. After attempting 
to make the Falklands Cnpt. Thompson 
finally decided after the vessel had been 
badly damaRfcd and considerable water 
had worked Its way Into the hold, to 
squaro away for the oastern 
paasnge 


around tho Cape of Good Hope. On Jan. 
1 Poveaux island, off the south of New 
Zealand, was reported and that place was 
made for provisions and water, the supply 
uf. which was running short. At Fovenux 
eight men of the crow, tired out with bnt- 
lllng with the elements, refused duty, 
but with exception of the ringleader they 
turned to after the captain and his mates 
were forced to adopt forcible measures 
Tilth them. 
The ringleader was Ironed 


and confined for 38 days. 


The veseol after leaving Foveaux made 


the run across the Pacific without any 
unusual event In the way of mishaps or 
in point of time. The trouble with the 
men quieted down and all hands were an 
duty when the anchor wns dropped here. 


Tho'.condition of the cargo la not yet 


known, but it Is feared that some dam- 
age may have result t-d from water during 
the wild weather experienced in the un- 
successful attempt to beat to the west- 
ward off the Horn.

Although the Pro Pntrfa 
seldom Is provisioned for more than a. 
week, she usually carries large quanti- 
ties of Ilsh in her cargo, and occasion- 
ally stocks of French wines and bran- 
dies. The greatest need, It is thought 
would be fuel. The steamer has been 
in difficulty on several occasions and 
her agents here have not given up hope 
that she is afloat.

The crime which ha.s passed Into his- 
tory as one of the most desperate ever 
committed In w about Chicago, has 
never been fastened upon any one of 
the suspects arrested, and the Identity 
of the bandits has remained a mystery 
to the police until now. 


M;trx says both . his confederates in 


the crime are dead and refuses to give 
their namus. One of them, he declares, 
"died with hfs boots on." The railway 
authorities admitted a loss of $102,000 
by the robbery. 
Marx pays that the 


robbers secured only $8000, the rest of 
the money having been destroyed by 
the explosion of dynamite

crack the safe.
